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On 6 May 1952, a military railroad transport arrived in Ustka (Stolpmuende) 
from Slupsk (Stolp); it was composed of fourteen flat ears, carrying altogether 
eight Soviet ZTS mode! trucks and six Soviet T-34 model tanks. Upon arrival 
in Ustka, the material was unloaded by Polish seldiers, and left by road in 
the direetion of Jaroslawies (Jershoeft = P 55/ M 69). 
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
